The silver coin and minor coin ean be executed in their 
proper metals, and I will pay for them personally; but I do not 


wish to have the care of a set of gold coins for the present pur-

The silver coin and minor coin can be executed in their proper metals, and I will pay for 
them personally; but I do not wish to have the care of a set of gold coins for the present purpose.
